WHEREAS, the Borough of Longport is in need of certain equipment due to the 

requirements under the new Bail Reform act to be implemented on January 1, 2017; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Longport Police Department is in need of an upgrade to the electronic 

fingerprint system; and  

 

WHEREAS, the cost for the upgrade to the fingerprint system is not to exceed 

$14,976.94 and is not in excess of the bid threshold of $40,000; and  

 

WHEREAS, N.J.S.A. 40A:11-5 (dd) gives the provision or performance of goods or 

services for the support or maintenance of proprietary computer or software without the 

need for public bid, 

 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Borough of Longport award a contract to 

Crossmatch for the purchase of an upgrade to Police Department’s electronic fingerprint 

system.  

 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the award of this contract is contingent upon the 

availability of funds as determined by the CFO.
